Perhaps it is unfair continually contrast our roads 
with those of Eastern Canada and the States across the 
borderr’but the contrast even on our “good”- roads is about 
the same as sleeping on an Ostermoor or on the bare 
ground. And the relative wear and’ tear on cars is about 
the same. 

-Everyone realizes that- there must he highway needs 
still unfulfilled, in the great Peace river district, and that 
thtf cry for connecting roads is ins^^nt and perpetual all 
over the province. It is impossible to respond to all the 
calls for roads.

Each one bought 
a pair of $10 shoes. One received just the-shrJes in ex¬ 
change for a ten-dollar bill. The other charged her shoes 
and received the shoes plus extra advantages. Obviously 
the woman who paid cash got less for the same money. 

In most business transactions credit is a valuable com¬ 
modity that is paid for. But the retail shopper has usual¬ 
ly been favored not only with credit at no additional cost, 
but also with a number of perquisites. The charge account 
customer sends home much merchandise “on approval" 
and returns it with ease, while the cash customer stands 
in a long line awaiting the operation of store, red tape for 
tha-retum of items bought with cash. Often, tdo often, the 
charge account customer lets payments drag ninety days,, 
or longer, without penalty. 

A Philadelphia store has recently met the situatioij 
courageously. (It takes courage to trifle with the.special 
privileges of shoppers). This store, one of the largest in 
the country, has ina«guAted a new system for credit and 
cash purchases, which system, if put into effect through¬ 
out Afie country, would change considerably the buying 
habks of millions of shoppers. 

If the privilege of being able to “charge it” is of value 
to a customer of this Philadelphia store, she may still 
have that privilege in full, provided she pays for it. She 
will, however, pay more for everything than does the 
cash customer, for the cash customer receives a 2 per
